WORKING  FOR  SAFETY 


Preston  G.  Peterson,  member  of  the  state  road  commission,  re- 
cently told  in  devotional  some  of  the  ways  in  which  the  commission 
is  working  to  make  the  roads  safer. 

They  are  running  culvert  headwalls  to  the  property  lines; 
banking  turns ; eliminating  dangerous  curves  and  grade-crossings ; 
“signing”  arterial  highways;  widening  shoulders  and  bridges. 
They  decided  to  make  the  bridges  so  wide,  he  facetiously  declared, 
that  drivers  would  have  to  make  a detour  to  go  off. 

“When  you  try  to  beat  a train  at  a grade-crossing,”  he  warned, 
“you  are  betting  on  something  which  doesn’t  pay  you  anything  if 
you  win.” 


The  road  commission  were  great  friends  to  the  Alpine  sum- 
mer school  in  the  pioneer  days  of  the  mountain  institution.  They 
loaned  tents  and  a large  truck  to  the  school,  helping  make  the 
innovation  possible.
